Tourist Program 


Jkputhwcst Arkansas towns are 


holding a banquet in Hope this 
Thursday night to discuss plans 
tot the reactivation of the former 
military airport here. 


This is tonight's specific aim, 


but could well become the beginn- 
ing of a regional planning program 
siich as those which have been 
effective for years in well-develop- 
ed tourist states. Let me illustrate 
this line of thought — 
jfcast Tuesday Governor Francis 
Circrry vetoed 
an appropriation 


bill calling for the expenditure of 
$15,000 to restore the Civil war 
stale capitol and other historical 
markers in and around our old 
county-scat town of Washington. 
It goes without saying that The 
Star endorses the principle exemp- 
lified in that bill. Back in 193G 
we drew praise from librarians1 
and historians all over the nation 
foil our. Arkansas Centennial Edi- 
tl", which featured the town ot 
Washington and on which the news- 
paper 
spent 
$1,700 
in 
prewar 


money for editorial research alone. 


Nevertheless the $15,000 state 


appropriation for Washington was 
killed, and I am suggesting here 
and .now that the next time we 
try this we make it a regional 


i rather than a ' one-town or one- 


county venture. An example of 
the regional program that comes 
'tottmind is the Shenandoah valley 
development in Virginia. Many of 
my readers have driven up U. S. 
11 from Roanoke to Newmarket 


1 and know what I am going to 
1 write. 


In the Shenandoah there 
are 


hundreds of historical 
markers 


and each town has something note- 
worthy/o catch the tourist's eye. 
But the program has been built 
on an entire highway route — not 
alown or a county, 
"lit is this pattern we should follow 
in 
Arkansas, 
and 
particularly 


right here in southwest Arkansas. 
We have many options in arrang- 
ing a series of tourist trails. South- 
cast oC us are Camden with its 
navigable Ouachita river and El 
Dorado with its great oil fields. 
And north of'us is a magnificent 
paved 
scenic 
highway 
through 


Washington, Nashville, and Mur- 
:frecsboro, leading to Narrows lake, 
tig\ mountains\ of the forest re- 
serve around ^Camp Albert ,,..Pikc

They do not like to talk for pub-
